WHY GERMANY FORCED THE WAR 


There are wheels within wheels. We have no doubt that Ger- 
‘many deliberately foreéd the United States into this war. What is 
the basis and worth of such -eonclusion? Was the course of Ger- 
: many teward this country sheer madness, or is there a method in 
; itt Berlin undoubtedly believes it to be more methodical than mad. 
Two years and eight months of war nave just been completed. 
. Germany means that the struggle shall be completed one way or 
the other before the end of the fourth year. She is: massing her 
last resourees for a mighty struggle before next fall, in the hope 
that victory may come to the Prussian eagle. If Britain could be 
starved into making peace, the war lord would not care the snap 
» of his finger for the United States. On the other hand, German 
: power and prestige would be so great and the German navy, which 
has been building feverishly since and before the war began, would 
so far outrank the navy. of the United States that he believes a 
Huge indemnity could be exacted trom this country. He counts, 
With good reasons, doubtless, on assistance from Mexico, and, with 
the British fleet out of the way, on an alliance with Japan. 
But if worst comes to worst for the enemy by autumn or the 
summer following, he argues that he may as well be hung for a 
sheep as a lamb. It is not thought in Kerlin that this country can 
intervene effectually before the suspension of hostilities is other- 
“wise compelled. Also, if Germany should he vanquished, the United 
‘States would be found a generous enemy when negotiations for 
peace terms began. There is the further consideration that the 
‘kaiser. in ease of disaster would tell his people that he could not 
fight the world, and thus to some extent save her face. 
We have thus set out the German calenlations before showing 
on what. blundering miscaleulations they are founded. They as- 
stime that the American navy would not materially change the 
position already established: that the army created by the United 
States, no matter what vigor were thrown into the organization, 
eould not appear in the Europeyn war theater much before the 
end of twelve months. -Thus the kaiser and his accomplices reekon 
‘that the United States would at worst for them wage only a be- 
3 lated and ‘half-hearted war, and yet in spite of all provocation 
~would be finally in favor of a weak peace, more in Germany’s 
favor than could be hoped from te European entente. 
This, as we conceive, is the Cerman case. We believe it to be 
as bottomlessly false as the ealeulation with which the Berlin plot- 
ters began the war. It is almost impossible for Germany to under. 
stand the nientality of either great branch of the English speak- 
img people. Even the intellectual Teuton who lives amongst us 
> “eannot understand how it comes that immeasurable heroism, deter- 
mination, fighting and organizatio» capacity may lie behind the un- 
regulated surface of demoeratic }'fe. 

We firmly believe that the l.our when the United States en- 
tered the war sealed Germany’s doom. The vessels seized by the 
United’ States at that time make; available six hundred thousand 
more tons for carrying trade, ancl if the Germans sink them they 
will sink fully $200,000,000 worth of their own property. 

More than that. The additico of the United States navy to 
the entente battle strength may make it possible finally to dig out 
the German navy and destroy it. Certainly it adds a formidable 
opponent to the German submarines. 

Nor do we believe that the German war-makers are safe in their 
reckcning on American indulgenc: in connection with the terms 
of peace. The American people are sentimental and nebulous 
enough before grim issues become plain; but once the die is cast 
let no one mistake it, the. Americzns will be as solid and as hard 
as any people in the world. Mere than fifty years have passed 
since the mettle of the American people was tested to the core. 
Both north and south stood the test then and both the north and 
the south. united as they never were united before, will now stand 
together aroung Old Glory, and bring the dawn of a new day for 
the greatest hopes of civilization.
